WAR HORSES AND THEIR PRICES 

Horse breeding for war purfioses is a subject that 
attract* considerable attention nowadays, and in 
discussing it in a recent issue of the I^mdon Sports- 
man that paper's Paris correspondent stated that 
the French ministry of war had instructed the 
remount to buy. preferably in France, 90.4NI0 horses 
for military purisises, rsi.iMsi of which would Is* 
required to mount the American troops. This came 
as a booa to the Normandy ami Brittany light horse 
breeders, who had passed through a terribly bad 
time. The American purchases made on behalf of 
the United States of America provided economy 
in transport and saved sea risks. Prices were fixed 
by the ministerial circular of March, 1918, as fol- 
lows: Heavy cavalry officers, $505; men, $395: 

Dragoons, officers, £455; men, $250; light cavalry, 
officers. $425; men. $310; light artillery, $350: 
heavy artillery. $415, ami light draught horses, 
$300. Authority was given the remount to increase 
these prices by thirty per cent for lioi'ses having 
the requirements laid down by the army council 
and being over live and under fifteen years old. 



“The biggest and best chap I ever knew about the 
race courses,” said a veteran racing man. ‘‘was 
Dave. A squarer man never stepped in shoe leather, 
and how lie loved his parents and sister. His one 
ambition in life was to win money enough to make 
them comfortable. A dozen times he had a snug 
sum put by, but whenever he took the final plunge 
which would win enough to give him the amount lie 
considered necessary, the fates turned traitor. It 
was the same with the stock market, too. nothing 
stood for him. There was a place in Canada near 
where Dave was lmrn which his mother had always 
admired. It was known locally as The Pines. Dave 
had long regarded the place with covetous eyes. The 
broad manor house of white brick and the red roof 
were conspicuous for miles, and when the train from 
New York bore him home for Christmas Dave told 
me it was the view which fascinated him most. He 
said that he had always hoped to be able to own it 
some lime, and one winter when he was home he 
confided his ambition to Ills parents and sister. The 
place was for sale at t lie time. 

‘‘He had bought for a couple of hundred dollars 
the previous autumn,” resumed the speaker, "an 
undersized yearling by a horse that was regarded in 
Kentucky as having more* speed than stamina. No- 
body thought enough of the colt to bid for him. and 
my friend Day got him practically without opposi- 
tion. He turned him over to a friend to train, nnd 
among the hundreds of colts and fillies being broken 
in September he w r ns not heard of, all eyes being 
centered on the gallops of the youngsters from the 
big stables which every year furnish ninety per cent 
of the stake material. One morning, however, before 
sunup. Destruction — that wasn’t his name, but it 
meant the same thing — got away from the boy and 
worked an eighth through the stretch that made the 
trainer think his watch was playing pranks on 
him. 

‘‘He told Dave about it. Fearful lest anybody 
should see a repetition of the fast trial they took 
the colt to Monmouth Park course in New Jersey, 
a portion of which was still utilized for training 
purposes, and there Destruction showed that the 
trailer's watch told no lies. Then and there a 
plan of action was agreed upon. The winter was to 
be spent in the endeavor to form the runt into 
a race horse of size and power. Dave s|>ent the 
bulk of the season in New Jersey, and we saw lit- 
tle of him around old Gilsey House, where he could 
always be found evenings when he was in town. 
Destruction grew amazingly, end one fine afternoon 
in March, when I was asked to go down and look 
him over, I didn’t recognize in the stout, high- 
headed colt the weakling of a few months before. 

“The days were warm from 10 o’clock to 3 on the 
Jersey coast and the sandy soil enabled the colt 
to be out oil the track much sooner than any of the 
thoroughbreds on Long Island, and as a consequence 
when t lie season opened Destruction was ready for 
the fray. The trainer was anxious to start him in 
an overnight race, but Dave was patience itself 
and the meetings at Morris Park and Gravesend 
passed without Destruction sporting silks. My friend 
wagered carefully all the way through both meetings, 
and when it came to Slieepsliead Bay he was a win- 
ner to the extent of perhaps $10,000. There was a 
stake on the grass for two-year-olds to Ik* run 
there, and as Destruction was eligible for it, the 
trainer breezed him one morning on the turf 'and 
found that he had a colt that could run faster 
even on the turf than over the dirt course, a most 
desirable condition, as any racing man will tell you. 

OMINOUS No. 13 ON HIS SADDLE CLOTH. 

“The night before the race Dave came to me,” 
continued the narrator, ‘‘and handed me $5,000, 
asking me to put it on Destruction the next day, 
regardless of price. He counseled me at the same 
time to have a good bet down for myself, but, as 
tin* Keene and Belmont stables were represented by 
their best colts, youngsters which had won good 
rail's, I was skeptical and began to argue with him. 
He held up a warning hand, and knowing that my 
arguments would fall on dumb ears I desisted. I 
got an average of 8 to 1 for the money the next 
afternoon and found Dave perched high in the grand- 
stand in a seat he generally .occupied when lie was 
batting a ‘chunk.’ I handed him the sheaf of tick- 
ets, remarking; ‘$40,000 to $5,000,’ but he waved 
them back and pulled his hat lower over his eyes 
and watched the colts as they came trooping from 
the paddock on their way to the [tost. There was a 
bakers’ dozen of them, and Destruction wore the 
ominous number 13 upon his saddle cloth. He was 
number 1 at the jiost, however, and when they got 
away (it was before the day of the starting gate) 
Destruction l>eut the flag and showed in the van as 
the field hunched for the run up the buekstretch. 
Lower tilted the hat and the big, knotty hands were 
clinched till the white knuckles seemed ready to 
start tlie skin. The strong jaws were firmly set. 

“ ‘Keep him up. boy; don’t Vet them pocket you,’ 
he whispered half aloud. At the turn two colts 
challenged determinedly, nnd Destruction’s rider, a 
mulatto, gave the colt two smart blows of the 
whip. Head and head the trio came on, nose and 
nose and cheek by jowl they bounded into the 
straight, horses and riders struggling nobly. De- 
struction was still on tlie rail, and in making the 
turn lie had the advantage of his competitors. His 
splendid head was thrust far forward as he ran, 
and when the stretch was well entered his adver- 
saries were straight as a string. Inch by inch he 
forged to the front, and when tlie finishing line was 
reached Destruction’s neck and shoulders showed 
clear to tlie girths. 

"I looked at Dave in those last strides. He sat as 
though turned to stone until the numbers went up, 
and tlioi two great tears raeed down his checks nnd 
splashed upon his big hands, which were closing 
and unclosing convulsively. 

“ ‘Uonie on,’ he muttered, ‘I want to send a mes- 
sage.’ 

“W lien we reached tlie telegraph office lie seized 
a pen and tried to write, but his hand would not 
be controlled. He passed the pen to me, saying, 
•Write.’ 

‘To Mrs. Charles 

“ * . Canada. 

‘Destruction lias won and Tlie Fines is onrs.’ 

“I’m not ashamed to confess that as I signed his 
name a tear or two droned from somewhere and 
the blank was wet when it readied the hand of tlie 
operator, to whom it meant nothing. 

“ I hadn’t won a quarter on the race, but I had 
been up to Dave’s home and hud heard them all talk 
about Tlie Fines, and I had a mental picture of the 
trio, fa tiler, mother nnd daughter, when that mes- 
sage came announcing the victory of Dest ruction.” — 
New York Sun.

Looking down the list of winners of the I’esare- 
witch and Cambridgeshire from the commencement 
I ennnot see that the double has fallen to tlie same 
stable on more than five occasions. There may, 
of course, have been years when one stable brought 
off the coveted “double” in the early days of the 
two races, but they were first run for as long ago 
as 1839, and I must plead guilty to knowing little 
about the trainers of the various winners of that 
early iieriod. As far as my particulars of the two 
big handicaps carry me the first occasion on which 
tlie “double” was brought off was in 1860, when 
IV illiain Day. the famous trainer, won the Cesare- 
witeli with his own filly, Dulcibella. and the Cam- 
bridgeshire witli F. Swindell’s Weatherbound, like- 
wise a filly and also a three-year-old. After 
Dulrihella's victory, as it is related by Day in his 
“Reminiscences of the Turf.” she became first 
favorite for the Cambridgeshire, which, it may be 
well to mention, at that time and for many years 
afterward, was run over the old Cambridgeshire 
course, which finishes at the "top of the town.” 
Dulcibella and Weatherbound were tried on the 
Thursday before the race over the Cambridgeshire 
distance, which at that time was a mile and a dis- 
tance, instead of the present mile and an eighth. 
I’rior to the trial Weatherbound was a 100 to 1 
chance, but in the result she defeated her stable 
companion by two lengths at even weights, with 
tlie two four-year-olds. Schism and Bevis, behind 
tlie pair. On receipt of a cypher telegram announc- 
ing the result of the trial Armstrong, one of Swin- 
dell’s confederates, would not believe it, suggesting 
that either the telegraph clerk or William Day had 
made a mistake. Swindell, however, was of a dif- 
ferent opinion, nnd told Armstrong. “It’s right 
enough lad; go and put the money on, and if we 
hear anything from William to the contrary we 
will make the best of a bad bargain.” Accordingly 
Weatherbound was backed to win a good stake. In 
tlie race itself she got off badly, and Admiral Rous, 
who nssisted at the starting that year, declined 
at first to believe it when told on his return to the 
stand that Weatherbound had won, saying, “Non- 
sense! She never got off.” 

The next occasion when one stable carried off the 
double was in 1876, when Rosebery accomplished the 
feat for the late James Smith. What a horse the 
son of Speculum and Ladylike was! I who wrote 
these lines was not yet racing in the middle of 
the seventies, and the first time I saw Rosebery 
was on a gloomy winter Sunday afternoon at Tnt- 
tersall’s in the early eighties, when I went to 
Alliert Gnte with a friend to look over Sir John 
Astlev’s horses in training which were coming up 
for sale on tlie following day. At that time he was 
a much neglected stallion, and Mr. Vyner some lit- 
tle time afterward bought him for the bagatelle of 
MX) guineas. That was some time before lie gave 
tlie turf a brilliant performer in Amphion, and the 
latter in turn gave us a great race horse and sire 
in Sumlridge, from which came a Derby winner in 
Siinstar and many other good race horses, inclusive 
of two winners of the Middle Fark Flate in Absurd 
ami Argos. Rosebery carried 103 pounds in the 
Cesare witch (Fred Archer up), and in the Cam- 
bridgeshire, which lie won by a neck from Sir John 
Astloy’s Hopbloom, his weight, inclusive of a four- 
teen pounds extra, was 117 pounds. 

FOXtKALL AMONG THE SUCCESSFUL ONES. 

Tlie example of Rosebery, which was trained by 
Clement, in carrying off tlie “double” was copied 
a few years later by Foxhnll, which won the Cam- 
bridgeshire under tlie big weight for a three-year- 
old of 126 poimds. Few trainers have done better in 
tlie past with the material supplied them than 
Reginald Day, and he lias always turned 
out his charges so well for their races that 
one would scarcely credit that in not a few 
instances they were bought as yearlings for small 
sums. In his case I suppose it is inherited ability, 
for his father, F. W. Day, before him did big 
things in similar fashion with horses that either 
were castoffs from other stables, like Airs and 
Graces, with which lie won the Oaks, or generally 
reckoned of but little account, like Georgie, which 
nevertheless brought off a useful double indeed in 
1898. Georgie was an Australian mare, a six-year- 
old, which had been imported into this country by 
H. ('. White. The first event of her double was the 
Prince Edward Handicap, for which she defeated 
a much better favorite in Gazetteer and other gOod 
horses. For that race, then only a mile affair, 
Georgie, which was by Clan Stewart — Mirzapore, 
started fourth favorite at 100 to 12, and by winning 
it she incurred a ten pound extra in the Cam- 
bridgeshire, which brought her weight for the lat- 
ter race up to 106 pounds. Ridden in both events 
h.v Setli Cliandley, she brought off the second half 
of tlie double at tlie long odds of 40 to 1 by a 
length and a half from another 40 to 1 chance in 
Diiiuu Forget, with an even longer priced one in 
the shape of Bottomley’s Hawfinch (50 to 1) third. 
Georgie may have been luckv to win, for that was 
the Cambridgeshire for which Nonesuch (Sloan up), 
owned by King Edward (then Prince of Wales), 
was left at the post. Georgie was giving eight 
pounds to Nonesuch, and they both ran a couple 
days later for the Old Cambridgeshire, and in that 
race they were first and second. Nonesuch in 
receipt of twelve pounds, beating Georgie in a trot 
by ten lengths. 

Tlie remaining doubles in the two big autumn 
handicaps that materialized were in 1884 and 1885. 
In tlie former year John Hammond won the Cesare- 
witch with his three-year-old St. Gatien, carrying 
122 pounds, and tlie Cambridgeshire with the four- 
year-old Florence, whose feat in scoring under 127 
pounds lias yet to lie surpassed. St. Gatien and 
Florence were trained by Robert Sherwood, Sr. 
In 188,» l’laisaiiterie, a French -bred three-year-old 
won both races, this being the third and last oc- 
casion on which they have been secured by the 
same animal. — “Vigilant” in Loudon Sportsman.

PUT LOAN OVER, SAYS FRENCH PREMIER 

New York, October 17.— Reminding America that 
t*ie French people, with a third of their wealth still 
in the hands of enemy, have loaned their govern- 
nui.t $24,000,000,000. Premier Clemeneeau, in a 
message made public by tlie Liberty Loan com- 
mittee for this district, declared that not to answer 
the call of the government by subscribing liberally 
to tlie fourth loan “would be to imperil a sacred 
cause.” 

“Now on ail fronts behold the dawn of victory.” 
reiul tlie premier*s message. “Your soldiers are 
ready for the attack. Be ready for the loan. 

“Could the citisen of a free country put this 
wealth, won through liberty, to a more noble use 
than to enlist it in the gigantic struggle, the end 
of which is now in sight, and which is to bring 
forth a better world?” 



The curious question which lias recently been 
raised about Lord Chaplin’s reminiscences of Her- 
mit’s Derby seems to me to have been rather un- 
necessarily made much of. for it is quite possible 
for any of ns to be inaccurate after a lapse of 
more than fifty years, writes Spec ini Commissioner 
Allison in the London Sportsman. There can at 
least be no doubt that, on the first reports re- 
ceived, some ten days before the race, Mr. Chaplin 
must have thought Hermit’s chances lio|<ele*s, and 
first impressions stiek in the memory. Tlie elev- 
enth-hour revival of hope imparted by Bloss may 
never have seemed seriously convincing. Tlie curi- 
ous point is that Sir Willoughby Maycoek did not 
recognize Mr. John Corlctt’s handwriting in the 
letter purporting to he Mr. Chaplin’s, and. beyond 
that, we may be quite sure that Mr. Corlett only 
made a copy from another letter. 

I happened to have an interview with Mr. Chap- 
lin in 1885, and wrote tlie following for “St. 
Stephen’s Review,” June 27, 1885: 

What immense sums there were at stake, and 
how hoiielcss at one time seemed the prospects of 
Hermit! It was some ten days lie fore the race 
that Mr. Chaplin received two telegrams from 
Lord Caithorp and (’apt. Marhell, informing him 
that his horse had broken a blood vessel, and 
almost simultaneously he was startled by another 
telegram from an unknown source telling him 
that his favorite had been “settled” by the lad 
who looked after him. 

In no easy frame of mind Mr. Chaplin started 
for Newmarket, after sending instrnctions for a 
veterinary surgeon and a detective to meet him 
there. At Grantham, on the way, he got The 
Sportsman newspaper, and in it the first announce- 
ment that he saw was that Hermit’s boy had 
"levanted.” Strangely enough, tlie boy who had 
thus made tracks was afterwards found; he had 
been tempted to go away by some foreign trainer, 
but it was never shown that he had really done 
tlie horse any harm. 

Well, the horse did little or no work for the re- 
maining period before the Derby until tlie morning 
before the race, when he had a good gallop, and 
then his trainer took heart of grace, and told Mr. 
Chaplin he would likely win. Win lie did, as we all 
know; and there are many who think the enforced 
rest had done him all tin* good in the world. 

This is the story ns I had It from Mr. Chaplin 
more than thirty years ago, and some points in it — 
notably that about tlie boy — are seldom. If ever, 
mentioned in turf records, but I did not gntlier 
that tlie final opinion of Bloss was so convincing 
to Hermit’s owner as in these later years he lias 
thought it to have been. Anyhow, tin* statement 
as given above, after an interview with Mr. Chap- 
lin in 1885, does not represent tlie trainer or the 
owner as confident, and no doubt the possibility of 
Hermit’s breaking a blood vessel before lie reached 
tlie Furzes must have been apparent to them. 

Do we not all know what it is to receive from 
trainers more or less confident advice? Sometimes 
it fructifies, but more frequently not— there are so 
many people in whom the wish is father to the 
thought — and I venture to suggest that, in this 
case, the advice of Bloss that Hermit would “very 
likely win” after all lias matured and mellowed in 
Lord Chaplin’s memory until he has given* it a 
validity and importance which at first it did not 
assume. At any rate, we may take it that lie 
watched Hermit’s running to the top of the hill 
with no slight apprehension, apd would not have 
been in the least surprised to see him drop out of 
the race at that point.

CONDITION OF FRENCH RACING FUNDS 

The “Journal Officiel” dated August 8 contains 
the answer to tlie question of M. Hurtlie respecting 
the financial position of the different race societies 
and the reserves they held at the end of the fi- 
nancial year on December 31. 1913. These reserves 
are built up by the gate money and a certain pro- 
portion of the balance remaining from the percent- 
age of the income derived from the “niutuels,” and 
form a fund for tlie encouragement of sport in a 
country where owners are not racing for tlicir own 
money, and where entries paid to qualify never ex- 
ceed 5 i»er cent of the added money, tlie reward for 
the winner. At the commencement of 1914 tlie So- 
ciete d’ Encouragement held in hand, in round fig- 
ures. a balance of $1,185,910, with a further sum 
derived from the “niutuels,” or in ail $1,878,335. 
as the basis of future budgets. Tlie reserves of 
the old suburbans, reconsti tilted under the title 
Societe Sportive d’ Encouragement, are put down at 
$1,387,710, due to a larger demand on the profits 
for laying out the new course at La t’oiirneuve, des- 
tined to replace the old fixture at Saint-Ouon. 
The budget of the useful society known as the So- 
ciete de Sport de France, at Le Tremblay, and de- 
prived of any Sunday gathering during the season, 
and hampered possibly by initial expenses in the 
foundation, declares as reserves in hand a frac- 
tion over $80,000. These reserves during tlie long 
Iieriod of hostilities have been reduced by half 
owing to tlie depreciation of the value of every 
security, the contributions patriotically and gener- 
ously offered to tlie upkeep of hospitals anil charit- 
able institutions necessitated by the war.— Faris 
Letter to London S|M>rtsman.

Just ns Bayardo made Bay Ronald 
famous iis a sire so Guy Crusader anil Gainsborough 
have been mainly instrumental in establishing that 
of his far more famous son. whose premature deatli 
was a great loss to the tnrf nnd British bloodstock, 
but the void should be handsomely filled by Ba.var- 
ilo’s two sons, and already I hear that Gay Crusader 
lias a full subscription list for his first season. 
It is a remarkable record that Mnnton should have 
sheltered four such colts in ten years as Bayardo. 
Lemberg. Gay Crusader and Gainsborough, and in 
the same brief period the stable took the Oaks with 
Uosedrop, Sunny Jane and My Dear.

They cannot he much if any suih*- 
rior to the individuals that animate and give them 
life. And nations will not approach perfection In 
thought or action until at least a majority of human 
beings in all nations arc perfect. It is idle to im- 
agine all the imperfections of human nature lie- 
ing uprooted or destroyed during the period of tin- 
war. no matter how long or violent it may Is-. In 
fact, if war were capable of such a phenomena! 
purifying pns-ess we would Is- cotu|s-lled to exalt 
the science of killing above the tenets of religion 
and all the moral forces that have worked peace- 
fully for the uplift of mankind. For myself. I can 
pay to war no such tribute. 

“Until you can eradicate from the individual 
human heart tin* evils of greed and selfishness and 
the desire to get something that ladongs to some 
nnr else, you cannot eradicate from the hearts of 
nations the same desire that lurks in the hearts of 
men dealing with others. 

“So long as men ars greedy, nations’ will be 
greedy. So long as men are unjust, nation? will lx.- 
unjust. So long as men seek what is not theirs,

nations will hunger for conquests. So long as 
policemen shall be needed to protect your homes, 
a military arm will be needed to protect your bor- 
ders from the invader.

WHY GERMANY MUST BE BEATEN 

The world 1ms never believed thut a safe or an 
adequate iieaee could be made with Germany until 
the German armies lmd been decisively defeated in 
the field— until German military power had had its 
Waterloo or its Medan. 

The reasons for this belief are deep and funda- 
mental. The whole German structure, political, 
economic and social, rests upon the doctrine of 
military force and military prestige. Generation 
after generation lias been taught that Germany is 
tlie German army, that Germau.v is great only in 
the degree that the army is great, and that Ger- 
many can maintain its proper plaee among the 
nations only through military power employed to 
create and establish German prestige. 

This is no casual delusion such us afflicted the 
French people when, distracted by the banal ties of 
incompetent politicians, they rededicated them- 
selves to the Napoleonic legend and gave them- 
selves over to the rule of a charlatan. Although 
Napoleon III. might proclaim that “the empire is 
peace,” no Frenchman was weak-mimled enough to 
think that Napoleon III. was France. He know 
bettor than that. But to the vast majority of Ger- 
mans the Holienzollerus are Germany in the sense 
that they embody the military might of Germany, 
of which the army is the visible and inextinguish- 
able evidence. 

Had it been otherwise this war would not have 
taken plnce, and Germany will never be weaned 
from its idols until these idols are broken. It 
is not easy to change the habits of thought that a 
strongly centralized, paternalistic government lias 
cunningly inculcated in the minds of its rigidly 
disciplined subjects for decade after decade. Some-, 
tiling more than the ordinary processes of history 
are required. 

To make peace, whatever the terms, before the 
German armies have been beaten, is to leave the 
German people enslaved to the Junker doctrine that 
might makes right. They know- nothing about the 
origins of this war, except what the government has 
permitted them to know. Most of them ardently 
believe that it is a defensive war, undertaken to 
protect the fatherland against British and Russian 
aggression, and that but for the military power of 
Germany the empire would long ago have been dis- 
membered and destroyed. 

If they were able to achieve peace now, with their 
armies still intact, they would continue to believe 
that it iiad been a defensive war and that their 
military power had successfully preserved them from 
ruin. They would see clearly enough that tlieir 
armies had not been able to gain them a victory, 
but they would attribute defeat only to the superior 
numbers of tlie enemy. The one certain lesson that 
they would draw from these four years of blood- 
shed is that if Germany hud been as strong on the 
sea as it was on the land the war would have 
been won. The thing to do, then, would be to 
make all possible sacrifices to put German sea 
l>ower on a footing with German land power in 
preparation for another war in which Germany’s 
destiny would be realized. 

Whatever the follies of the German government 
in dealing with others nations, it knows the German 
lieople. It knows how they think, because it taught 
them to think the way it wanted them to think. 
When it asks for peace now, with President Wil- 
son’s program “as a basis for peace negotiations,” 
it has calculated the exact reaction of these pro- 
posals uimn the German mind and is confident that 
a peace at this time will save the institutions of 
Prussiuuism intact. 

This is obviously tlie time for a German peace. 
Tlie 1918 offensive is a disastrous failure. The Ger- 
man armies are steadily retiring. They will soon 
be compelled to abandon most of Belgium. Every 
foot of territory they surrender is that much less 
to trade with at the peace table. Austria-Uungary 
and Turkey are both crumbling and may soon follow 
Bulgaria into a surrender. Peace is not only highly 
desirable but peace is necessary to tlie German pro- 
gram — as necessary as war was in July, 1914. 

It is highly improbable that Berlin expected its 
new proposals to be accepted, but at home they 
will be taken as evidence of tlie government's good 
faith. By bringing in President Wilson’s program 
“as a basis” the government will have no difficulty 
in making the German people believe that it actually 
accepted the President’s program, and that the 
war-mad entente refused to make peace even on 
its own terms. Then the kaiser can make a new 
appeal to every German to exert all his efforts and 
to make every sacrifice in defense of a fatherland 
embattled on its own frontiers. That is a part of 
the play. 

This is a w-ar tiiat. for tlie future of free govern- 
ment, must be wholly won or it will be wholly 
lost. There is no middle ground. There is no 
point at which compromise is possible. No war is 
ever wholly won until the military power of the 
enemy has been shattered and scattered. There 
must be either unconditional surrender or unqualified 
defeat. Until the German people have learned from 
bitter experience that their religion of military 
prestige is a tragic myth, there can be no security 
of peace for the world on any terms whatsoever. — 
New York World.

BRAINSTORM 

There is a pseudo-scientific theory— perhaps some- 
thing more than a theory — that people of the Teu- 
tonic race are peculiarly subject to sudden frenzies 
of blind rage, in which they lash out at friend and 
foe alike. These fits of passion are known to liter- 
ature as “Berserker fury.” 

There have been evidences enough of this in the 
past four years, but the devastations accompanying 
the present German retreat write the trait in italics. 
It is conceivable that a certain amount of military 
destruction should take place to retard a pursuing 
foe; but when it comes to systematic loot, incen- 
diarism and tlie wanton demolition of historic archi- 
tectural monuments, it is time to look for deeper 
reasons — especially in view of German's parlous 
political situation. 

To come suing for peace with professions of democ- 
rat isatiou, and at the same time to tie devastating 
evacuated territory; to be blaming the disastrous 
submarine policy on von Bcthmann-Hollweg and 
bewailing it, and at the same time to be torpedo- 
ing a passenger steamer and killing women and 
children, is symptomatic of nothing short of “brain- 
storm.” The devastations in France are es|ieeially 
senseless. They accomplish nothing but hate. It 
is a bulked beast, knowing it is beaten, which 
growls and rends as it goes. 

Can it ever occur 4o tlie German rulers who issue 
such commands that they are not only making peace 
more difficult to obtain, but are stiffening the 
temper of the final terms against themselves - .' — 
Boston Globe. 



ITALY’S FIGHTING POET 

Most of 11s know little of tlie Italian poet d’An- 
nunzlo’s achievements' in the realm of letfers. We 
usually think of him simply as a burning |xiet- 
patriot wiio did so much to wreck an abhorrent 
alliance with the central (lowers and bring Italy 
into the ranks of militant freedom. And more re- 
cently he has thrilled ns by leading a fleet of 
Italian airplanes over the Austrian capital and 
showering the royal palace not with bombs hut 
with manifestoes. 

It seems almost incredible to associate tic sic rn 
warfare with poetry. And yet we have the greatest 
of Italy s living (Hiets and novelists fighting among 
tlie most heroic figures in the world war. Patriot- 
ism. love of justice and freedom are his passion. 
And if there is dangerous work he not only volun- 
teers but insists on being sent. His exploits are as 
romantic as his poetry; he has performed the most 
astounding feats by land, sea and air. 

“I met him at the headquarters of his flying 
squadron,” writes a London Times corres|miidciit. 
“He was in cavalry uniform (he had served in the 
army before the war) and immaculately dressed. H(? 
wore large dark spectacles, for he has lost the sight 
of one eye by shell splinter, and it was at one time 
feared thut he would become totally blind. And on 
his tunic were four full rows of ribbons, each 
one a token of an act of bravery. To me the world 
of poetry seemed to have turned topsy-turvy. When 
he escorted ns around his planes, explaining their 
technique and what they had done, d’Annunzio the 
poet vanished and only d’Annunzio the soldier re- 
mained. But we met d’Annunsio the poet when he 

conducted us to his room. Here was the poet 

liis room was poetry itself in the beautiful draperies 
of the wall, the arrangement of the furniture and 
the books. And then, like all journalists in search 
of incident, we asked him about his trip to Vienna, 
when lie dropped pamphlets over the city. He re- 
garded it as just an ordinary flight! Could we see 
the pamphlet .' Yes. Could we have one each? 
Yes. And would he autograph them? Yes. So he 
sat at his table and autographed the pamphlets, and 
then handed them round with a smile and a how. 
One of ns asked him to reeite Ids pamphlet. With 
a gesture of pleasure he began to intone the words 
which he literally flung at the Austrians and which 
ended thus: 

‘On the wings of victory that rise from the 
rivers of liberty we have only come for the joy of 
courage and daring. We have only come to demon- 
strate what we might dare and do when we so de- 
sire.’ 

“Tlie flight itself he deseribed thus: 

“ ‘I had made up my mind that be the weather 
what it might we would get there on this occasion. 
Our route lay over Cortellazzo. Civvidale, Klagen- 
furt, Reichenfel*. Kuppenbcrg, Xeuberg and Wiener 
.Veils tadt. Coming back we took a parallel course 
to tlie east, crossing the top of the Adriatic with 
three Italian destroyers below in escort. Over Lai- 
bach there was a heavy barrage fir**, but on tlie 
whole journey we saw only one enemy airplane — 
near Trieste. Yet if the Austrians had had it in 
them they could have telephoned from Vienna while 
we Mere there to have every chaser machine on 
tlieir front lip and waiting for us. Over Vienna lay 
a pale blue mist. Leaving our manifestoes drift- 
ing down in irliite showers behind us. we turned 
for Italy. Sad it was, though, on the homeward 
u-ay to see beautiful captive Trieste shining in tlie 
sun.’ ” 

Without doubt Italy’s fighting poet is one of the 
most remarkably versatile of men. In a business 
venture be M-ould be judged “a keen, practical 
man!” In a salon of Roman nobility lie is “a dis- 
tinguished and charming personality.” And in the 
event of air- fight we can imagine "Fritz” referring 
to him as “a fiend on wings.” D’Annunzio is a 
complex, many-sided character— “the Proteus of all 
men’s talents” — to use the appellation of “Ad- 
mirable Crichton.” Certainly lie has packed im- 
mense endeavor and achievement in liis fifty -odd 
strenuous years. But his greatest service to his 
country and mankind M’ill remain his war prophecy 
—his clear vision of Italy’s duty to herself and the 
world, and the effectiveness of his war leadership. 

Those who provoke thought render great service, 
and those who move tlie general conscience to doing 
wisely, bravely and generously, render inestimable

A NATION OF BRUTES 

If Mr. T. P. O’Connor’s countrymen hold the same 
view as he does with respect to that cliaracteristic 
act of brutality the torpedoing of the Leinster, 
there should he an end once and for all to any 
sympathy of any section of the Irish people with 
the Germans. Politics, like adversity, makes 
strange bedfellows, and thus it was that before the 
war the unionists and anti-home rulers of Ireland, 
headed liy Sir Edward Carson, purchased arms from 
Germany for use against the constituted authorities 
of Great Britain, should they attempt to set up 
home rule in Ireland. On the other hand, after 
Great Britain entered the war against Germany a 
few Irish enemies of that country who favored not 
merely self-government for Ireland but complete 
separation from tlie United Kingdom, entered into 
deplorable conspiracy with the kaiser’s government, 
a conspiracy which led to a widening of the breach 
between England and Ireland. 

Neither side has any reason for satisfaction, still 
less pride, for its commerce with the country which 
Mr. Balfour, speaking for him with unusual Marmtli, 
has rightly designated as a nation of brutes. Let 
11s hope that both are heartily sick and ashamed 
of the connection and thut after the unspeakable 
crime of tlie sinking of the Leinster in the Irish 
Channel and the deliberate and eold- blooded murder 
of .16O Irish as well as English and American 
women and children they will make eommnn cause 
against the world foe. aud that out of it will eome 
permanent agreement and mutual understanding. 

The Leinster ineident is equalled, if not excelled, 
in atrocity by tlie sinking of tlie steamship Ticer- 
ondoga, 1.700 miles off the Atlantic coast, accord- 
ing to tlie tale of twenty survivors out of 250 
aboard. In this case the commander of the U-lsiat 
made a deliberate attempt to slaughter every sur- 
vivor who had taken to lifeboats and rafts, and 
nearly succeeded in carrying out the spurlos ver- 
senkt idea. These things are being done at the 
same time that Germany through her statesmen ami 
diplomatists is seeking to arrive at peace with those 
she lias already immeasurably wronged and she is. 
moreover, still scheming to sit at a table and con- 
fer as to terms of armistice, evacuation and com- 
pensation M'itli entente representatives. It cannot 
he believed that there is a single enteute states- 
man who would be willing to meet and confer on 
those or kiudred subjects with a representative of 
the presen; criminal and blood-stained German gov- 
ernment.— New York Herald.
